Co-Chairs  of  Membership  Committee.  Mark  Molnar  and  Dorothy  Kleffner.  proN  ided  an  update 
on  the  activities  of  the  Membership  Committee.  There  was  an  inter\iew  rescheduled  for 
Februaiy.  CM  Antonetty  was  recommended  for  renewal.  Co-Chair  Molnar  discussed  leaves  of 
absences  approved.

Co-Chair  Allgaier  called  the  meeting  to  order  at  5:06  pm  and  asked  all  to  introduce  themselves. 

2.  Review/Approve  Agenda 

Mr.  Jack  Newby  asked  that  the  third  bullet  point  under  Policies  and  Procedures  be  struck  from 
the  agenda.  There  was  no  objection  and  the  point  was  struck  by  consensus. 

3.  Review/Approve  March  2006  Minutes 

Without  objection,  there  was  a consensus  to  approve  the  minutes. 

4.  Announcements 

Mr.  Newb}"  introduced  Joe  L\'nn.  new  Council  support  staff. 

• Update  on  meetings  with  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors 

Mr.  Allgaier  said  that  he  and  representatives  of  the  Council  had  met  with  various  Super\  isors 
and  their  aides.  A resolution  was  being  prepared  for  Sup.  Ammiano  to  introduce.  There  are 
plans  to  meet  with  more  Supervisors  as  well  as  the  Mayor. 

There  was  an  announcement  of  an  opening  of  new  facilities  at  Berr\-  Street. 

An  appeal  was  made  for  Council  presence  at  Project  Homeless  Connect. 

5.  Public  Comment 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

6.  Committee  Check-in

Ms.  Antonetty  said  that  no  further  action  had  been  taken.

CM  Laura  Thomas  said  that  some  matters  were  on  the  agenda  and  that  further  consultation  with 
the  Housing  committee  would  be  made. 
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• Community  Outreach  and  Advocacy  (COA) 

CM  Darnell  Durio  said  that  CM  Aimee  Barnes  and  CM  Devin  Anderson  had  been  elected  Co- 
Chairs.  He  also  announced  an  event  at  the  Mission  Reform  Health  Center. 

• Housins  Work  Group  - 

Ms.  Antonetty  said  that  items  to  be  discussed  on  the  agenda  reflected  their  work. 

Membership  Committee:  announce  April  applicants  for  recommendation  to  Full  Council: 
announce  May  renewal;  committee  reassignments ' 

CM  Dorothy  Kleffner  said  that  a meeting  of  the  I&P  and  Evaluation  Committees  was  being  set 
up.  The  Committee  was  recommending  for  approval  two  new  members,  Mr.  Stephen  Herman 
and  Ms.  Catherine  Newell,  as  well  as  the  renewal  of  CM  William  Blum.  Mr.  Anderson  was 
being  given  a two  month  leave  of  absence. 

Eyaluation  Committee  - Update 

CM  Mary  Hicks  said  that  they  were  calendaring  times  to  meet  with  I&P  although  there  was  no 
sense  of  urgency  with  setting  the  meeting  up. 

There  was  some  discussion  on  a survey  done  in  2004  that  evaluated  members'  satisfaction  with 
the  council  structure.  Many  members  then  were  not  aware  of  the  responsibilities  of  other 
committees.  Attendance  problems  seemed  statistically  the  same  from  one  year  to  another.  It 
may  make  more  sense  to  look  at  a redistribution  of  duties  among  the  committees.  What 
recommendations  the  survey  made  have  been  accomplished. 

A suggestion  was  made  that  I&P  should  meet  with  COA.  There  was  also  a question  as  to 
whether  attendance  problems  had  seasonality.  Perhaps,  explaining  the  importance  of  the  issues 
would  help.  Other  issues  in  the  lives  of  Persons  Living  With  AIDS  may  also  explain  in  part 
attendance  problems.  Some  noted  that  this  matter  had  been  discussed  often  in  the  past  with 
suggestions  made  of  increased  training  and  support  for  members.  Paring  agendas  to  a minimum 
may  give  additional  time  for  greater  discussion  and  understanding  of  the  importance  of  problems 
faced  by  the  Council. 

• POI(Points  of  Integration)  - 

Mr.  Blum  said  the  meetings  had  been  well  attended  and  had  good  participation.  A presentation 
on  late  testers  had  been  given,  and  another  on  nontesters  was  planned.  They  stud>'  Prex  ention 
with  Positives  each  month  and  plan  to  meet  with  the  Centers  of  Excellence.  A Memorandum  of 
Understanding  is  being  prepared  by  the  Prevention  Council  to  define  the  role  of  the  committee. 

It  will  be  presented  for  review  by  CARE. 

7.  Discussion  of  Policies  and  Procedures  - VOTE 

• Advocacy  Project  Reporting  Policies 

Mr.  Newby  said  the  issue  of  listing  names  of  agencies  in  the  Consumer  Advocate's  MonthE 
Report  had  been  raised  before  COA  which  had  strongly  reaffirmed  its  original  position  in 
support  of  the  practice.  Mr.  Richard  Bargetto  said  that  COA  wanted  the  name  of  the  agency  for 
consumer  reporting  reasons. 

Other  Council  Members  expressed  concern  that  the  accusation  of  wrongdoing  contained  in  the 
report  could  be  misconstrued  as  a finding  of  wrongdoing.  Others  thought  that  the  public  could 
distinguish  an  accusation  from  a finding.  Some  thought  a preamble  could  be  added  to  the  report 
explicitly  stating  the  assumptions  made  concerning  the  accusation.  In  addition,  there  was  a 
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concern  that  too  much  detail  in  the  report  could  lead  to  outing  the  accuser.  There  was  a 
suggestion  of  a joint  meeting  of  l&P  and  COA  to  discuss  the  problem  together. 

• Supervision  of  Director  of  HIV  Health  Services  Planning,  ( 'oitncil 

Co-Chair  Allgaier  said  that  the  Steering  Committee  has  supervision  over  the  director  and  not  the 
co-chairs.  The  Evaluation  Committee  presents  Steering  with  a report  that  it  takes  to  Kevin 
Burns. 

Motion  (Molnar/Hicks)  to  adopt  the  present  policy  for  supervision  (passed  unanimously). 

8.  Update  on  Recommendation  from  the  Department  of  Public  Health  Hl\'  Health  Services 
Regarding  the  HRSA  (Health  Resources  and  Services  Administration)  Award: 
Implementation  of  the  Reduction  ($332,913.00)  - VOTE 

Ms.  Michelle  Long  (SFDPH.  HIV  Health  Services)  said  she  had  no  update  to  give.  The 
Members  said  that  the  direction  of  the  recommendations  would  be  supported  given  its  size.  A 
larger  problem  might  draw  a different  reaction.  Some  urged  that  this  latter  sentiment  be  made 
explicit. 

Motion  (Thomas/Simmons)  to  support  DPH's  approach  to  the  issue  (passed  unanimously  with 
CM  Durio  abstaining). 

A discussion  ensued  as  to  the  history  of  the  decision  not  to  take  a vote  on  the  matter  in  March. 

9.  Review  and  Discussion  of  HRSA  Letter  (received  3/29/06:  HAB  Policy  Notice-99-02, 
AMENDMENT  #1,  Document  Title:  The  Use  of  Ryan  White  CARE  Act  Eunds  for  Housing 
Referral  Serv  ices  and  Short-term  or  Emergency  Housing  Needs) 

Ms.  Long  said  a letter  was  now  being  approved.  HRSA's  most  recent  letter  arrived  just  as 
DPH’s  letter  was  being  sent.  CM  Antonetty  said  the  Housing  Committee  would  review  the  letter 
that  appears  to  be  more  restrictive  than  the  consultant's  suggestion  of  24  months  plus  three  six- 
month  extensions.  The  letter  does  not  include  the  extensions.  DPH's  response,  due  60  days  after 
HRSA's  policy  is  posted,  will  necessarily  be  conservative  because  of  its  need  to  maintain  a 
working  relationship  with  the  federal  agency.  They  thought  that  their  response  would  be 
supplemented  by  separate  letters  from  the  public  and  providers. 

Ms.  Thomas  said  that  the  Planning  Council  should  draft  a response  as  w ell,  suggesting  that 
Housing  present  the  Steering  Council  w ith  a draft  response.  Ms.  AntonetU  shared  this 
view'  and  noted  that  the  Health  Commission  would  consider  its  ow  n resolution  on  May  15. 

DPH  would  advocate  for  a grandfather  clause.  No  one  could  tell  whether  the  period  of  24 
months  applied  to  each  time  or  was  a lifetime  amount.  However,  that  distinction  may  be 
academic. 

10.  Discussion  of  Eligibilit>  Criteria,  Severe  Need,  and  Special  Populations  Definition 

Ms.  Thomas  said  that  Planning  wanted  to  get  Steering's  feedback  on  whether  to  maintain  the 
present  county  residency  requirement.  No  one  seemed  to  know  what  the  impact  of  a change 
would  be. 

Some  argued  that  chopping  the  EMA  into  three  districts  prov  ided  separate  but  not  equal  facilities 
for  residents  of  the  different  counties. 

Others  minimized  the  impact  saying  that  folks  would  not  travel  out  of  their  way  to  go  to  another 
county. 

Co-Chair  Allgaier  suggested  that  a pilot  project  might  be  the  best  way  to  adopt  the  policy. 
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Others  opposed  the  ehange  without  knowing  more  about  its  impact.  Changing  the  three  EMA’s 
into  one  could  also  lead  to  prioritizing  the  money  in  one  geographical  unit. 

Caution  was  needed  to  prevent  destabilizing  services.  Some  members  supported  a pilot  program 
with  certain  services  that  could  first  be  tested. 

There  was  a consensus  to  bring  this  to  the  full  council  for  discussion. 

11.  Discussion  Regarding  REGGIE  Updates  and  How  They  May  Impact  CARE  Clients 

Co-Chair  Allgaier  described  the  proposal  to  require  the  sharing  of  all  REGGIE  client  data  with 
appropriate  agencies.  Presently,  86%  of  users  agree  to  share  their  information.  DPH  estimates 
that  as  many  as  92%  would  agree  to  the  sharing  with  proper  explanation  of  its  purposes  and 
risks.  No  case  notes  are  shared,  just  demographics  and  basic  information.  Elowever,  there  had 
been  a strong  outcry  against  the  proposal  by  CO  A. 

Some  agreed  that  sharing  the  information  had  strong  administrative  advantages.  However,  they 
contrasted  HIPPA’s  move  towards  confidentiality  with  the  proposal's  move  in  an  opposite 
direction.  These  members  predicted  that  there  would  be  problems  dealing  with  client 
complaints.  To  them  there  was  a question  whether  the  administrative  advantages  could  trump 
the  ethical  concerns  raised. 

Others  in  opposition  criticized  the  process  by  which  it  is  being  done  as  heavy-handed  without 
any  input  from  the  clients.  However.  Mr.  Allgaier  said  that  Celinda  had  thought  the  client  input 
would  come  through  the  Council. 

Many  of  the  concerns  held  by  others  had  been  answered  by  a training  session.  They  thought  that 
a large  reason  for  clients’  not  opting  for  shared  status  was  a failure  to  explain  the  system 
properly. 

In  response  to  Co-Chair  Allgaier' s questions.  Mr.  Newby  said  that  individual  information  could 
not  be  retrieved  by  surfing  the  site. 

Mr.  Durio  said  he  had  been  involved  with  REGGIE  since  its  beta  test,  and  he  opposed  the 
proposal.  He  wanted  to  know  where  to  direct  client  dissatisfaction  with  the  proposal. 

There  was  the  view  that  clients  should  not  protest  the  proposal  until  the  draft  proposal  had  been 
made  more  specific.  The  facts  had  not  yet  been  fully  gathered  to  allow  for  proper  discussion. 

The  rollout  of  the  plan  was  planned  occur  .July  1 . DPH  wanted  to  develop  a tact  sheet  so  clients 
can  understand  what  there  is  to  gain  and  what  will  be  lost.  Consideration  needs  to  be  gi\  en  ot 
what  populations  will  be  affected.  Much  of  the  provider  anxiety  was  about  irate  clients.  While 
clients  will  need  to  consent  to  the  sharing  of  the  information,  those  who  do  not  can  be  funded  by 
non-CARE  funds. 

Co-Chair  Allgaier  said  the  matter  would  be  placed  before  the  Council  for  discussion  onb .

Council  Member  Wade  Flores  said  that  he  was  a member  of  the  Marin  County  CARE 
Council  and  they  have  not  approved  any  document  to  be  presented  the  Full  Council.  He 
was  not  aware  when  that  would  happen.  They  were  dealing  with  how  to  spend  “extra" 
money  and  making  sure  that  the  funds  on  hand  were  spent  properly. 

Some  suggested  that  the  Council  needed  to  oversee  the  Marin  process  more.  Others  said 
that  it  was  difficult  to  reach  that  conclusion  without  being  better  infomied  by  the  folks  in 
Marin  responsible  for  their  process.  There  was  a consensus  that  oversight  of  Marin's 
process  might  be  difficult  but  could  be  a proper  exercise  of  oversight  by  the  Full  Council. 
However,  the  prioritization  process  relied  on  the  local  agencies  decisions  in  setting  their 
priorities.  For  now,  the  important  thing  was  for  Council  staff  to  make  sure  that  their 
prioritization  be  completed  in  time  for  the  Planning  Committee’s  August  8 meeting.

CM  Kleffner  discussed  the  inability  to  address  retention  issues  due  to 
amount  of  time  it  takes  for  committee  to  bring  new  members  onto 
Council.  Ms.  Kleffner  also  expressed  that  a supportive  environment  was 
not  there  in  the  COA  committee. 

Mr.  Newby  discussed  that  Consumers  feel  comfortable  in  COA  and  also 
discouraged.  The  need  of  the  PWA  caucus  is  to  have  a voice  and  to  bring 
recommendations  to  Council  for  whatever  issues  they  feel  needs  Council 
attention. 

CM  Hicks  discussed  that  retention  is  responsibility  of  entire  council.  In 
addition,  the  Council  should  make  an  attempt  to  grab  the  opportunity  and 
discuss  exiting  reasons  with  departing  members  at  this  point.

The  lack  of  data  from  HRSA  on  amounts  involved  and  on  rules  regarding  the 
treatment  of  those  amounts  makes  the  Council’s  job  enormously  difficult.  However,  the 
Council  is  now  tasked  with  redoing  the  budget  and  allocation. 


The  goal  is  to  utilize  general  fund  dollars  to  account  for  funding  cuts  as  well  as  to  move 
certain  CARE  categories  into  the  general  fund.  It  is  hoped  that  the  savings  could  then  be 
utilized  to  cover  other  qualified  categories.  The  housing  work  group  report  is  being 
awaited.  The  housing  category  totals  approximately  $3.8  million. 

The  critical  issue  now  is  to  determine  how  to  meet  the  75%  test.  DPH  Staff  Dean 
Goodwin  calculated  that  we  are  a little  under  50%  right  now.  He  presented  a document 
to  show  that  and  a second  document  that  applied  various  budget  adjustments  and 
category  shifts  to  boost  the  percentages  to  63%  for  the  EMA. 

There  was  a discussion  on  how  to  simplify  the  presentation  of  the  data  to  the  Council. 
Further  swaps  were  discussed  involving  the  emergency  fund. 

The  suggestion  was  made  to  show  changes  of  percentages  as  each  prioritization  rule  from 
the  Planning  recommendation  was  applied. 

This  raised  the  issue  on  how  to  treat  the  reduction  protocols.  Planning  had  consensed  that 
the  discussion  needed  to  be  had  but  that  it  would  be  best  to  delay  decisions  on  it.  The 
gathering  consensed  that  Council  Members  should  be  reminded  of  these  protocols,  but 
that  the  conversation  of  core  medical  services  should  be  kept  separate  from  handling 
reductions.  The  discussion  on  the  reduction  protocols  could  take  place  after  the  meal 
break.

6.  Committee  and  Work  Group  Check-in 

The  Committee  discussed  any  issues  coming  up  at  die  different  Committees  and 
Work  Groups,  communication  between  Committee  Co-chairs,  and  ensured  linkage  of 
Committee  acti\ities  to  the  Full  Council. 

> Policy  and  Evaluation  Committee  Update 

• CM  Allgaier  reported  that  the  P & E committee  was  bringing  forth 
recommendations  to  the  Steering  Committee  regarding  the 
SFDPH/HHSPC  MOU  in  agenda  item  number  8. 
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During  the  P & E Committee  Update,  Co-Chair  Molnar  asked  CM  Banks  to 

introduce  new  agenda  items.  Comments  included: 

• CM  Banks  is  looking  to  estabUsh  a caucus  with  minorities  and  women.  He 
feels  that  the  consumer  voice  should  be  inclusive  of  all  consumers. 

• CM  Banks  also  feels  that  the  Council  is  more  concerned  \\ith  pohcy, 
procedure  and  structure  and  not  the  issues  of  PWA  and  feds  that  a 
consumer  committee  or  caucus  would  more  effectively  reach  the  needs  of 
what  he  believes  are  underser\^ed  populations. 

• CM  Banks  read  from  the  minutes  of  June  ii*,  2007  where  he  had 
identified  the  lack  of  consmners’  access  to  technology  as  a barrier  for 
consumers  to  fully  participate.  This  issue  was  supposed  to  be  followed  up 
at  the  COA  meeting,  however  he  does  not  feel  any  follow-up  happened.  He 
feels  that  this  behador  represents  the  lack  of  concern  for  the  needs  of 
consumers. 

• CM  Banks  suggested  that  a straw  poll  be  taken  to  see  if  the  Committee 
agrees  with  the  ideas  for  the  Consumer  Caucus  and  move  it  ahead  on  the 
calendar. 

• CM  Allgaier  drew  the  contrasts  betw^een  the  former  PWA  Caucus  and  the 
ideas  of  starting  one  today  and  raised  questions  as  to  whether  it  would  be 
a formal  committee  or  an  informal  gathering  of  members. 

• CM  Hicks  pointed  out  that  in  the  past  all  of  the  consumers  were  in  the  one 
committee  and  did  not  get  to  fully  participate  in  the  decisions  of  the 
Council  because  there  was  no  representation  in  the  Committees. 

• Co-Chair  Molnar  asked  Mr.  Newby  what  are  the  logistics  behind  the  straw 
poll  and  would  it  be  a binding  vote.  Mr.  Newby  stated  that  it  would  mainly 
be  a feel  for  how  the  room  feels  presently. 

• After  debate  about  whether  or  not  white  women  would  be  included  It  was 
finallv  decided  that  the  caucus  would  reach  out  to  People  of  Color  li\ing 
with  HIV/ AIDS. 

Action:  Straw  Poll  was  taken  to  decide  if  die  coimnittee  is 

interested  in  exploring  a Minority  Aids  Caucus. 

Straw  Poll  passes  with  2 nays  (Siron  and  Stevens) 

The  results  will  be  addressed  at  die  next  Policy  and  Evaluation 

Committee  meeting. 

> COA  (Community  Outreach  and  Advocacy)  Committee 

• Co-Chair  Newell  announced  that  there  will  be  a Community'  Meeting 
regarding  the  formerly  incarcerated.  It  will  be  December  12  at  730  Polk 
Street  4^  floor. 

• Details  of  how  to  get  the  target  population  are  still  being  worked  out  so 
that  the  targeted  population  is  most  effectiveh'  reached.  Will  work  on 
contacting  case  managers  who  work  with  the  formerly  incarcerated  and 
have  them  imite  their  clients. 
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> Planning  Committee  Update 

• Co-Chair  Thomas  announced  that  there  was  a good  communication 
between  the  committee  and  Michelle  Long  about  the  flow  of  information 
and  the  expectations  of  each  part>*  about  presentation  of  the  information. 

• Committee  nominated  CM  Soto  was  nominated  to  fill  the  unexpired  term 
of  Co-Chair  Thomas. 

> Membership  Committee  Update: 

• Co-Chair  Stevens  announced  that  the  committee  had  been  working  on  the 
procedural  flow  of  council  membership  or  the  process  from  application  to 
appointment. 

• Committee  announced  that  they  interviewed  one  candidate,  Michael  Blish 
who  was  voted  unanimously  to  bring  fonvard  to  the  full  Council.

Ms.  Long,  Director  (SF  DPH  HHS)  announced  that  the  SF  EMA  was  awarded  an 
augmentation  of  funds  to  be  spent  from  Ryan  White  Part  B and  that  there  ivere 
suggestions  from  the  source  on  how  they  w^anted  it  spent. 

Ms.  Long’s  suggestions  include: 

> Ms.  Long  also  suggested  that  some  of  the  money  available  to  reach  out  to 
underserv^ed  populations  e.g.  African-American  heterosexual  men,  people 
over  50  li\ing  with  HIV/AIDS.  Ms.  Long  stated  that  there  are  populations 
that  are  not  being  sei^'^ed.  There  w’^as  agreement  that  support  groups  are 
needed  for  these  populations. 

> She  also  reported  that  there  w^ere  questions  about  the  willingness  of  some  of 
these  communities  to  come  forw’^ard  due  to  socialized  stigma  surroimding 
HIV/AIDS.  CM  Molnar  raised  the  point  that  there  w^ere  many  other 
populations  that  need  to  be  sensed  with  support  groups  but  that  it  was  a good 
place  to  start  with  the  African-American  heterosexual  men.  Ms.  Long  w^eis 
asked  if  the  heterosexual  men’s  group  w^ould  include  bi-sexual  men.  It  w^as 
stated  that  perhaps  the  above  mentioned  Minority  AIDS  caucus  could  be 
paired  with  the  proposed  African-American  support  group  to  make  it  broader 
and  reaching  the  most  people. 

> Co-Chair  Thomas  said  that  there  is  a process  to  decide  how'^  to  spend 
additional  funding  for  the  next  fiscal  but  not  this  year.  She  suggested  that  the 
$50,000  allocated  for  the  African-American  Heterosexual  Men’s  group  be 
moved  from  this  fiscal  year  to  vouchers. 

> CM  Banks  asked  if  the  Heterosexual  group  could  include  w^omen  w^hich  might 
encourage  more  participation. 

Council  Member  Siron  made  a motion  to  call  the  question  and  vote. 

There  were  no  objections.  However  discussion  continued.

> CM  Allgaier  presented  the  recommendations  to  the  MOU  from  tlie  Policy  and 
Evaluation  Committee. 
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> CM  Banks  asked  where  the  “piece  of  paper”  that  we  voted  on.  It  was  stated  by 
Mr.  Newby  that  these  were  tlie  recommendations  tliat  tlie  Policy  and 
Evaluation  Coimnittee  approved.  CM  Allgaier  stated  that  technically  Banks 
was  correct  and  that  there  was  a document  that  was  voted  on  at  Polic>’  and 
Evaluation  Committee,  the  entire  document  needed  to  be  present  in  order  to 
vote.

• CM  Soto  noted  that  the  committee  spent  half  of  their  time  updating  the  presentation 
schedule,  which  should  be  available  for  review  at  the  Steering  Retreat  on  Friday, 
February  20,  2009. 

• He  announced  that  the  second  half  of  the  meeting  was  spent  reviewing  and  discussing 
the  motion  that  came  from  CMA  regarding  the  General  Fund  budget  cuts. 
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• Consumer  and  Minority  Affairs  Update 

• CM  Allgaier  updated  the  Committee  on  issues  that  the  CMA  committee  have  been 
working  on,  including  updating  the  presentation  schedule  as  well  as  discussing  General 
Fund  recommendation  issues. 

• He  noted  that  the  Committee  is  working  closely  with  the  Long  Term  Care  Coordinating 
Council  and  are  thinking  about  creating  a joint  work  group  to  prepare  a presentation  for 
the  Council. 

• He  also  noted  that  they  are  having  some  trouble  getting  in  contact  with  the  Co-Chairs  of 
the  HPPC,  and  that  they  are  working  on  creating  a focus  group  Needs  Assessment 
targeting  stigma.  Co-Chair  Manley  noted  that  the  HPPC  Co-Chairs  have  been  in  contact 
with  the  HHSPC  Co-Chairs  and  that  they  will  have  a meeting  later  this  month. 

• Membership  Committee  Update 

• As  neither  Co-Chair  was  present,  CM  Andrews  provided  the  update.  He  announced  that 
two  applicants  were  voted  favorably  for,  and  they  will  be  up  for  vote  at  the  Full  Council 
on  February  23'^'^.  He  also  announced  that  two  more  applicants  will  be  interviewed  at  the 
March  9^^  Membership  meeting. 

• CM  Andrews  noted  that  attendance  has  been  great  for  the  last  quarter,  and  they  did  not 
have  to  send  out  any  warning  letters. 

• He  also  announced  that  the  CMRR  Work  Group  has  been  disbanded,  and  that  the 
Membership  Committee  has  decided  to  take  on  all  unfinished  tasks. 

• Pol  (Points  of  Integration)  Update 

• CM  Philip  announced  that  the  EPI  Chapter  Outline  Draft  is  being  worked  on  for  an  April 
presentation  date.  She  noted  that  Maree  Kay  Parisi  suggested  using  the  2007  numbers 
until  the  new  numbers  become  available  in  late  summer. 

• Council  Members’  Rights  and  Responsibilities  Work  Group  Update 

• There  was  none. 

8.  HIV  Health  Services  Update 

There  was  nothing  to  update. 

9.  Planning  Council  and  General  Fund  Discussion  - VOTE 

The  Committee  discussed  the  motion  from  the  Consumer  and  Minority  Affairs  Committee  regarding 
how  the  Planning  Council  should  deal  with  General  Fund  issues  in  the  future.  Dean  Goodwin 
presented  funding  scenarios  for  proportional  reductions  to  all  categories  in  General  Fund  and  Ryan 
White  Funding  to  reach  a target  reduction  of  12.5%. 

Co-Chair  Thomas  mentioned  a discussion  the  included  the  Council  Co-Chairs,  Barbara  Garcia  (the 
Deputy  Director  of  DPH)  and  the  HAPN  Executive  Committee.  She  noted  that  Garcia  would  like 
community  input,  but  pointed  out  that  there  is  no  guarantee  that  she  wnW  be  able  to  follow  those 
recommendations.  Co-Chair  Thomas  noted  that  she  is  open  to  cutting  some  ser\ices,  if  it  means 
preserving  the  quality  of  care  that  clients  need  and  deserve. 

CM  Jewell  mentioned  that  he  had  just  attended  a client  advisory  meeting  at  POH,  and  that  many 
clients  still  complain  of  missing  transportation  that  used  to  be  provided.  He  is  worried  that  if  more 
support  services  are  cut,  they  will  fall  the  way  of  transportation,  and  never  be  reinstated. 
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Matthew  Miller,  an  applicant  to  the  Council  noted  that  there  is  a large  amount  of  redundancy  in 
programs  and  sendees  in  San  Francisco.  He  believes  that  if  these  were  consolidated,  there  could  be 
a huge  amount  of  money  saved  by  the  city. 

CM  Allgaier  asked  what  the  Council’s  basic  values  are.  He  is  wondering  if  they  are  able  to  support  a 
broad  system  of  care  or  if  in  this  financial  situation  that  is  not  possible.  He  agrees  with  Miller  that 
consolidation  could  be  a great  time  and  money  saver,  but  that  the  initial  investment  to  do  that  is 
extremely  large.  He  also  noted  that  he  is  loathe  to  make  huge  changes,  and  believes  that  the  Council 
should  err  on  the  side  of  caution. 

Co-Chair  Manley  said  that  the  Council  should  be  prepared  to  be  in  a continuing  downward  spiral  for 
an  indefinite  period  of  time.  Because  of  this,  he  believes  that  the  Council  should  take  full  advantage 
of  any  flexibility  they  have,  such  as  using  the  waiver  from  HRSA. 

CM  Hart  believes  that  DPH  and  the  Council  should  take  a hard  look  at  services,  as  some  may  not  be 
capable  of  doing  anymore  what  they  were  set  out  to  do  in  the  first  place. 

Mike  Smith  from  the  AIDS  Emergency  Fund  agreed  with  CM  Allgaier  that  there  are  a tremendous 
amount  of  unknowns  out  there  right  now%  but  what  is  known,  is  that  there  is  still  a 12.5%  cut 
pending  from  DPH.  He  thanked  Michelle  Long  and  her  staff  for  making  the  initial  12.5%  cut  as 
painless  as  possible  by  searching  for  creative  ways  to  come  up  with  the  money,  but  he  fears  that  this 
second  one  won’t  be  as  easy.  He  agreed  that  some  services  may  need  to  be  looked  in  to,  to  see  if 
they  are  doing  the  jobs  they  w^ere  set  out  to  do. 

CM  Penagos  suggested  looking  back  at  to  the  philosophy  of  the  Council  instead  of  automatically 
going  in  to  crisis  mode.  CMs  Allgaier  and  Jewell  agreed. 

CM  Siron  refused  to  agree  to  any  sort  of  cut  at  any  time. 

CM  Andrew's  stated  that  this  discussion  needs  to  be  brought  forth  to  the  Full  Council  in  very  clear 
language  so  that  eveiy'one  can  understand  w'hat  is  going  on.  He  question  w’hether  the  Maintenance 
of  Effort  was  something  that  could  still  be  used  for  leverage,  but  Co-Chair  Molnar  answ'ered  that 
there  are  many  EMAs  that  are  not  in  compliance,  and  that  in  these  challenging  times,  the  MOE 
won’t  make  a difference. 

CM  Hicks  asked  w'hat  the  deadline  is  for  this  decision,  and  Co-Chair  Molnar  answ'ered  that  Barbara 
Garcia  would  like  suggestions  by  the  end  of  the  month.  He  reminded  the  Committee  that  they  are 
giving  suggestions  in  a solely  advisory  capacity.  She  also  asked  for  Barbara  Garcia  to  come  in  to  the 
next  Full  Council  meeting  to  give  the  Council  and  idea  of  w'hat  exactly  is  going  on,  and  w’hat  is  to  be 
expected  from  these  cuts.  She  also  noted  that  the  Council  needs  to  start  thinking  differently  in 
terms  of  medical  care.  She  feels  that  many  believe  that  medical  care  will  alw'ays  be  there,  but  the 
only  reason  that  it  is  there  and  runs  so  efficiently  is  because  it  is  fully  funded  at  all  times.  If  things 
weren’t  that  w'ay,  the  standard  of  medical  care  could  go  down. 

CM  Siron  questioned  if  Barbara  Garcia  will  actually  follow'  the  recommendations  that  the  Council 
makes  as  that  has  not  been  done  in  the  past.  Michelle  Long  noted  that  the  Garcia  will  be  at  the  next 
Full  Council  meeting  to  answ'er  any  questions  about  the  budget. 

CM  Hicks,  Andrews  and  Allgaier  pointed  out  the  Council  should  make  more  use  of  the  documents 
and  needs  assessments  that  are  given  to  them  as  resources. 

Mike  Smith  from  the  AIDS  Emergency  Fund  stated  that  he  is  w'orried  about  have  two  proposals 
brought  forward  to  the  Full  Council  and  not  having  a targeted  versus  proportional  approach.  He 
noted  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  other  ideas  out  when  there  are  already  two  options  on  the  table. 
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Co-Chair  Molnar  again  announced  that  he  is  against  any  categories  being  cut,  while  Co-Chair 
Thomas  noted  that  the  primary  function  of  the  Council  is  to  prioritize  service  categories  and  make 
decisions  what  are  the  most  important  services  to  preserve. 

Co-Chair  Molnar  recommended  moving  the  motion  to  the  Full  Council,  and  that  any  alternate 
scenarios  that  involve  the  reduction  or  elimination  of  categories  could  come  up  again  at  the  Full 
Council  meeting. 

CM  Andrews  questioned  how  these  would  be  presented  to  the  Council,  and  Co-Chair  Molnar  noted 
that  it  would  be  a free  form  discussion,  with  the  presentation  of  the  two  scenarios  and  a discussion 
of  any  others  that  may  come  up.  He  also  suggested  adding  in  a third  scenario  where  half  of  the 
money  comes  from  cutting  or  reducing  services,  and  the  other  half  come  from  administrative  costs. 

CM  Siron  made  a motion  to  have  a scenario  with  proportional  and  targeted  cuts  instead  of  just 
numbers,  but  Co-Chair  Molnar  pointed  out  that  there  was  no  need  for  that  because  of  the  motions 
that  are  already  on  the  table.  The  motion  was  not  seconded. 

CM  Allgaier  questioned  why  the  Committee  was  spending  such  a large  amount  of  time  and  effort 
over  what  is  a relatively  small  amount  of  money  ($380,000).  Co-Chair  Manley  said  that  he  believes 
that  it’s  because  the  Council  has  continuously  been  facing  cut  after  cut,  and  wth  each  cut,  the 
dollars  matter  more. 

Co-Chair  Molnar  led  a discussion  on  the  motion  from  the  CMA  committee,  suggesting  that  the 
Council  use  their  waiver  from  HRSA  to  move  money  from  RW  to  fully  fund  GF  Tier  2 services.  He 
believes  that  if  this  is  done,  it  will  eliminate  the  need  to  delete  categories  at  all.  The  exact  motion  is 
as  follows: 

MOTION:  Co-Chair  Allgaier/Co-Chair  Jewell  to  recommend  to  the  Government  & Pro\ider  Affairs 
Committee  and  the  Steering  Committee  to  reduce  Ryan  White  Part  A funds  proportionally  from 
Core  Services  (Tier  1),  to  Support  Services  (Tier  2)  so  that  the  Ryan  White  Part  A amount  allocated 
to  each  support  service  category  is  equal  to  the  total  amount  of  RW  Part  A and  General  HHS  funds 
as  of  a date  yet  to  be  determined. 

CM  Molnar  reminded  the  Committee  that  be  bringing  a motion  to  the  Full  Council  it  is  no  way  to 
mean  that  they  have  to  do  it,  it  merely  that  it  is  an  idea  worthy  of  consideration.  This  motion  passed 
at  CMA  and  at  GPA  and  straw  poll  was  taken  and  the  Committee  was  split  half  and  half.  He  noted 
that  he  has  a conflict  of  interest  by  working  at  Shanti,  which  does  non-medical  case  management 
and  psychosocial  support.  Because  of  this,  he  feels  that  the  entire  system  of  care  is  extremely 
important. 

CM  Hicks  and  Penagos  spoke  against  the  motion,  as  they  both  feel  that  it  would  leave  medical  care 
open  to  large  cuts. 

Mike  Smith  from  AEF  spoke  in  favor  of  the  motion,  as  he  believes  that  support  ser\ices  are  essential 
to  San  Francisco’s  model  of  care,  and  he  believes  that  these  services  are  dangerously  close  to  being 
cut  for  good. 

CM  Allgaier  spoke  for  the  motion,  as  one  of  the  original  people  who  put  the  motion  on  the  table, 
noting  that  it  really  reflects  the  Council’s  core  values  by  sustaining  as  much  additional  care  as 
possible.  He  believes  that  when  the  time  comes,  they  can  have  a thoughtful  conversation  about 
which  services  to  cut,  but  if  they  don’t  protect  them  now,  those  services  will  be  lost. 

Co-Chair  Molnar  stated  that  he  believes  that  DPH  should  not  be  allowed  to  make  this  decision 
regarding  cuts,  as  complementary  therapy  has  already  been  cut,  pro\ing  that  they  don’t  see  support 
services  as  essential  services. 
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CM  Hart  noted  that  even  though  this  motion  leaves  primary  medical  care  open  for  cuts,  it  is  much 
easier  to  get  the  community  to  rally  around  and  work  to  save  that  rather  than  support  services. 

CM  Allgaier  also  noted  that  it  is  important  to  keep  those  support  ser\aces  that  get  people  into  and 
keep  them  in  care,  otherwise  there  would  be  no  need  for  primary  medical  care.

CM  Antonetty  also  announced  that  the  10%  cut  from  HIV  subsidies  has  been 
reinstituted.  Bill  Blum  finished  by  noted  that  Requests  for  Proposals  for  council  support  will  be  published  in 
August.

The  August  17**’  minutes  were  reviewed  and  approved  by  consensus.  The  September  21**  notes  were 
reviewed,  CS  Allgaier  was  removed  from  the  "Committee  Members  absent"  list,  and  the  notes  were  then 
approved  by  consensus. 

4.  Announcements 

• CS  Allgaier  noted  the  Senate  has  passed  Ryan  White  reauthorization  unanimously. 

• CM  Flores  announced  that  Marin  will  be  holding  a Community  Forum  on  Nov  12th,  at  3240  Kerner, 
discussing  Marin  care  services  and  Obama's  health  care  reform. 

• CS  Allgaier  also  noted  that  all  USCA  scholarships  have  been  awarded.  Anyone  who  is  interested  in 
attending  that  did  not  receive  a scholarship  can  volunteer  instead  of  paying  fee. 

• He  also  announced  that  the  Wednesday  prior  to  the  USCA,  the  Positive  Resource  Center  will  be  hosting 
a free  forum  on  vocational  rehab  and  employment  issues. 

• CM  Thomas  announced  that  on  October  29**’  the  USCA  will  be  hosting  a daylong  forum  on  the  early  days 
of  AIDS  in  San  Francisco. 

• CM  Flores  also  provided  the  Committee  with  information  about  the  governor  defunding  home  health 
care  and  a possible  pending  lawsuit.

6.  Council  Support  Update 

• CS  Allgaier  noted  that  he  is  in  contact  with  Tangerine  Brigham  at  Healthy  SF  to  coordinate  her 
presentation  to  the  Council. 

• He  is  also  working  on  finding  someone  to  give  the  Council  a Roberts  rules  training. 
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• He  noted  that  the  Steering  retreat  will  most  likely  be  January  15‘^  although  it's  open  for  debate. 

• He  also  announced  that  on  December  7‘^  there  will  be  a facilitation  training  held  a Compass  Point  for 
all  Committee  and  Council  Co-Chairs,  as  well  as  any  interested  Council  Members. 

7.  Committee  Reports  - VOTE 

The  Committee  discussed  the  work  of  council  Committees  and  Work  Groups,  any  communication  between 
Committee  Co-Chairs,  and  ensured  linkage  of  Committee  activities  to  the  Full  Council. 

• Government  and  Provider  Affairs  Update 

• CM  Soto-noted  that  there  was  not  have  quorum  at  the  meeting  but  that  they  still  reviewed  the 
3-year  plan  monitoring  grid  and  also  discussed  topics  for  the  Steering  Retreat. 

• Consumer  and  Minority  Affairs  Update 

• CM  Jewell  noted  that  they  discussed  the  HIV/AIDS  and  Aging  work  group  and  also  discussed 
topics  for  the  upcoming  needs  assessment. 

• Membership  Committee  Update 

• CM  Flores  announced  that  all  committee  assignments  changes  have  been  made  and  will  take 
place  beginning  in  November.  It  was  also  noted  that  Jerrold  Thomas  has  resigned  from  the 
Council. 

• Pol  (Points  of  Integration)  Update 

• CM  Newell  noted  that  they  are  looking  at  the  community  viral  load  issue  and  are  still  following 
up  with  the  prevention  with  positives  document.  She  also  noted  that  Hep  C will  also  be  a big 
issue  in  the  coming  months. 

• HIV/AIDS  and  Aging  Joint  Work  Group 

• CM  Jewell  announced  that  they  will  be  meeting  next  week  and  that  they  have  decided  that 
community  members  take  part  and  vote.  He  noted  that  the  final  membership  of  the  group  will 
be  decided  at  next  week's  meeting. 

8.  Co-Chair  Update 

The  Committee  received  a quick  update  from  the  Council  Co-Chairs.  Co-Chair  Manley  suggested  that  the 
Committee  review  the  evaluation  put  together  by  Sue  Strong  regarding  the  Prioritization  and  Allocation 
Summit.  The  group  discussed  some  of  the  more  interesting  points,  such  as  some  fears  that  the  decisions 
were  "too  easy." 

9.  HIV  Health  Services  Update 

The  Committee  received  an  update  from  Bill  Blum,  a Representative  of  HIV  Health  Services.  He  noted  that 
the  RFP  will  be  decided  on  in  November.  He  announced  that  AIDS  Case  Management  will  now  be  funded  by 
State  funds,  and  for  a longer  period  of  time.  He  also  noted  that  the  grant  application  is  not  out  today  as 
planned,  but  will  be  out  soon  and  that  anyone  interested  can  review.  He  also  announced  that  the 
Reggie/ARIES  conversion  is  going  well,  although  a little  bit  behind.  It  is  about  82-83%  complete. 

10.  Request  from  Marin  for  one  time  exemption  of  75/25  for  county  of  Marin-  VOTE 

Bill  Blum  announced  that  Marin  is  asking  to  have  a one  time  exemption  from  the  75/25  requirement  due  to 
some  funding  issues.  Cicily  Emerson  clarified  that  the  state  changed  the  way  that  they  allocate  part  B and 
their  Part  A award  was  reduced,  leaving  Marin  closer  to  73/27.  They  are  asking  for  this  to  even  out 
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contracts  until  the  end  of  the  year,  and  don't  feel  that  this  will  be  needed  again  next  year.  It  was  also 
noted  that  this  doesn't  change  the  75/25  for  whole  EMA. 

This  motion  passed  unanimously  by  roll  call.  See  voting  worksheet  [2].  This  will  move  forward  to  the 
Full  Council  for  review. 

11.  Discussion  of  New  Member  Policy  re:  Membership  Prior  to  Mayoral  Letter  - VOTE 

The  Committee  reviewed  the  rights  and  responsibilities  of  new  members  prior  to  receiving  their  Mayoral 
letter  of  approval. 

MOTION  from  Membership:  To  ask  that  Full  Council  approved  members,  prior  to  receiving  their  Mayoral 
letter  of  approval,  adhere  to  the  same  attendance  requirements  as  current  Council  Members. 

Approved  by  consensus  with  one  Naye  (Molnar).  This  will  move  forward  to  the  Full  Council  for  review. 

12.  Creation  of  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  Review  Work  Group  - VOTE 

CM  Manley  gave  some  background  on  this  issue  and  why  it  has  not  yet  happened.  This  workgroup  will  go 
through  Policy  and  Procedure  Manual  and  identify  changes  that  need  to  be  made  due  to  updates,  changes, 
discrepancies  and  clarifications.  The  group  discussed  whether  a group  needed  to  be  formed  or  whether 
Council  Support  can  make  the  necessary  changes.  It  was  noted  that  all  changes  will  brought  to  Steering.  CS 
Allgaier  noted  that  this  could  be  finished  by  Thanksgiving. 

A work  group  was  created  by  unanimous  decision.  See  voting  worksheet  [1].  This  will  move  forward  to 
the  Full  Council  for  review. 

13.  Development  of  "Study  Group"  - VOTE 

The  group  discussed  the  recommendation  from  CMA  that  a "Study  Group"  for  all  Council  Members  be 
formed. 

MOTION  from  CMA:  That  a Council  Member  driven  "study  group"  for  all  Council  Members  be  formed  with 
the  purpose  of  peer  support  on  Council  Work  that  would  adhere  to  the  Sunshine  Ordinance  and  would 
require  only  minimal  support  from  Support  Staff. 

This  was  passed  by  unanimous  decision  and  will  move  forward  to  Full  Council  for  review.. 

14.  Creation  of  Needs  Assessment  Work  Group  - VOTE 

CS  Allgaier  provided  background  on  this  issue,  and  filled  the  Committee  in  on  discussions  he's  had  with 
Erika  Takada  of  Harder  and  Co.  CM  Molnar  noted  that  he  was  upset  to  see  that  there  was  no  discussion  of 
including  an  African  American  targeted  study  as  had  been  previously  discussed.  The  group  suggested 
adding  an  extra  focus  group  that  was  specifically  targeting  African  Americans. 

MOTION  CM  Thomas/CM  Molnar;  to  remove  "stigma  and  Hepatitis  C"  as  targeted  focus  groups  from  the 
Motion  originating  in  CMA.  The  motion  will  now  state;  "For  a Needs  Assessment  work  group  to  be  formed 
to  help  develop  the  acb'vities  for  the  focus  groups  and  interviews  of  the  Needs  Assessment,  which  must 
include  both  providers  and  consumers,  and  members  of  the  HIV  Prevenb’on  Planning  Council  will  be 
encouraged  to  participate." 

The  motion  passed  unanimously  and  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Full  Council  for  approval. 

15.  Development  of  CAEAR  Coalition  Representative  and  Alternate  representative  Policy  - VOTE 

The  Committee  developed  a policy  regarding  the  duties  of  the  CAEAR  Coalition  Alternate  Representative. 
See  attachment  #1.  A discussion  ensued.  It  was  added  that  both  the  representative  and  the  alternate  must 
be  people  living  with  HIV/AIDS. 

The  policy  with  the  change  noted  above  was  passed  by  unanimous  decision  and  will  be  forwarded  to  the 
Full  Council  for  review.

a)  Assess  the  Renewal  Applicant  re:  Member  “Good  Standing”  Standards,  to  be  defined  by  the 
following  criteria,  per  the  Council  Member  Job  Description  Qualifications: 

1 . Inclusion/membership  in  a specified  category  per  legislation  and  HRSA  guidelines 

2.  Ability  to  communicate  opinions  freely,  honestly,  and  respectfully 

3.  Commitment  to  adhere  to  rules  and  regulations  of  Council 

4.  Ability  to  operate/function  at  a level  adequate  to  contribute  and  participate  in  Council 
activities. 

b)  Review  and  clarify  the  Renewal  Applicant’s  completed  Renewal  Questions  (Attachment  B:  “Draft 
Membership  Renewal  Interview  Questions”) 

c)  Offer  the  Renewal  Applicant  the  opportunity  to  give  additional  feedback  to  the  Membership 
Committee  and/or  the  full  Council.  This  feedback  may  be  provided  verbally  to  the  Membership 
Committee,  with  the  request  that  comments  be  limited  to  5 minutes,  and  may  be  provided  verbally  to 
the  full  Council,  with  the  request  that  comments  be  limited  to  3 minutes.

• CM  Siron  announced  that  the  API  Wellness  Center  is  cutting  services  in  San  Mateo  and  the  East 

Bay  as  well  as  cutting  staff  at  the  San  Francisco  office.  There  will  be  a town  hall  meeting  to  discuss 
this  and  potentially  take  action,  on  January  28‘^. 

V.  Review  of  the  Day 

Interim  Council  Director,  Randy  Allgaier  provided  the  group  with  an  outline  of  today's  meeting 
procedures. 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 
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VI. 


Introductions  and  Ice  Breaker 

Everyone  introduced  themselves  and  took  part  in  an  ice  breaker,  \A/hat  has  been  your  best  job  and 
\A/hat  has  been  your  worst  job? 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

VII.  Implications  of  Governor's  Budget  and  General  Funds 

• Is  there  anything  in  the  Governor's  budget  that  may  impact  SF  EM  A ? 

o Interim  Director  Randy  Allgaier  explained  the  updates  to  the  Governor's  Budget: 

■ Increased  ADAP  by  $87.5  million.  Funding  for  ADAP  for  county  jails  was,  however, 
eliminated.  Alameda  was  hit  especially  hard  by  this.)  The  Therapeutic  Monitoring 
Program  remains  cut  from  last  year.  The  Full  Scope  MediCAL  budget  cuts  eliminated 
services  for  legal  immigrants  (5  years  or  less)  - they  get  ER  services  and  if  deemed 
necessary  their  hospitalization  will  be  paid  for.  Some  cervical  and  breast  cancer 
programs  will  remain  intact  for  that  group.  State  only  benefits  were  completely 
eliminated  and  the  California  food  assistance  program  was  eliminated  as  well.  SSI 
and  SSP  (state  portion)  payments  pay  is  reduced  from  $845  to  $830  per  month. 

■ Taking  down  to  minimal  allowances  without  losing  the  matching  funds  from  Federal 
government.  This  budget  depends  on  billions  of  dollars  from  federal  funds  that 
were  not  guaranteed. 

o Bill  Blum  of  DPH-HHS  explained  SF  General  Funds: 

■ $112  million  reduction  will  need  to  happen  to  DPH.  There  may  be  ways  to  offset 
with  increased  revenue,  but  this  is  unclear.  The  Mayor  and  Director  of  DPH  trying  to 
work  together  so  that  the  budget  process  works  more  smoothly. 

■ Areas  for  most  concern:  severe  outpatient  mental  health  services  and  residential 
substance  abuse  services.  People  with  severe  mental  illness  will  come  back  to  HIV 
Services  to  receive  care. 

■ In  Home  Support  Services  also  very  vulnerable  with  State  Budget  - not  sure  what 
that  is  going  to  look  like. 

o Celinda  Cantu  of  DPH-HHS  explained  treatment  on  demand  services.  Not  a mandate. 

Certain  populations  have  higher  priority  in  terms  of  treatment  (HIV,  pregnant). 

• What  information  do  we  need  in  order  to  plan  ? 

o Be  vigilant  about  prevention  - dialogue  with  the  HPPC 
o Continue  monitoring  populations  affected  by  the  cuts 
o Healthcare  reform 

o IDEA:  start  ad-hoc  long  term  strategic  planning  for  impact  of  reform 
o Attention  to  services  in  Tenderloin 
o Attention  to  in  Home  support  services  in  Marin 
o Private  donations  are  also  impacting  services 
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o LOOK  INTO:  HIV  or  sexual  orientation  can  affect  how  you  get  services?? 
o Ongoing  issues  for  low-income  PLWHA  re:  housing 

• Are  there  any  San  Francisco  General  Funds  issues  that  impact  the  SF  EM  A ? 

There  was  no  public  comment  on  this  item. 

VIII.  Break 

The  break  began  at  11:22  am  and  ended  at  11:34  pm. 

IX.  Planning  for  2010— VOTE 

A.  Centers  of  Excellence  (COE) 

1.  What  do  we  know? 

What  information  do  we  hove? 

• CS  Allgaier  asked  the  council  to  think  about  COE's,  such  as:  Is  it  truly  effective?  Do  we 
have  the  money? 

• CM  Molnar  briefly  explained  the  history  of  COE's.  26%  (6.2  million)  of  the  Care  award 
goes  to  COE's.  They  initially  came  from  idea  of  (ISP)  Integrated  Service  Program  model  - 
one  stop  shop  at  an  agency.  The  serve  two  distinct  populations  1)  severe  needs 
population  (dual/triple  diagnosis)  and  special  communities  (communities  of  color,  trans, 
women).  Services  include:  case  management,  primary  care,  outpatient  substance 
abuse,  psychiatry,  treatment  adherence,  peer  advocacy,  emergency  housing,  and 
vouchers,  money  management,  benefits,  prevention  with  positives,  residential  facilities 
and  other  important  issues.  The  Council  currently  funds  seven  COE's  through  CARE  and 
MAI  (Native  Americans,  Incarcerated  pop,  severe  needs  within  T.L.  region.  Latino/a  and 
geographic  Mission,  African  American  and  S.  East  corridor,  as  well  as  Ward  86. 

• Consumers  of  services  should  have  access  to  whole  range  of  services  to  receive  care  - 
which  makes  this  a very  effective  model. 

CM  Hicks  commented  on  working  in  the  system  before  COE's  and  after  they  were 
implemented.  Before  ISP's,  referrals  were  made  but  there  was  no  communication  between 
agencies  (fragmented  care).  COE's  hold  all  care  providers  accountable  and  care  has 
improved  on  all  sides. 

CM  Ramos  commented  on  the  transition  as  well  and  agrees  that  COE's  were  a good  step  for 
agencies. 

2.  What  do  we  need  to  know? 

What  additional  information  do  we  need  to  get? 

• CM  Andrews  noted  that  continued  challenges  are  substance  abuse,  mental  health, 
immigrants  as  well  as  special  populations  and  case  management. 
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• Co-Chair  Thomas  clarified  that  one  category  of  special  populations  includes  language 
barriers  (therefore  monolingual  Spanish  speakers),  therefore  while  immigrant 
populations  are  being  targeted,  a part  of  the  population  is  somewhat  protected  as  well. 

• CM  Hicks  noted  that  they  need  to  strive  for  more  accountability  (data  issues  - better  & 
more  accurate  data  collection)  as  well  as  efficient  use  of  money.  She  suggested  looking 
at  cost  per  unit  of  service  across  COE's  to  gain  standardization. 

• CM  Penagos  highlighted  the  importance  of  primary  medical  care  and  the  need  to  put 
medical  at  core  and  case  management  at  core.  There  is  also  a need  for  a combination  of 
medical  case  management  (medical  case  management  side  by  side  with  primary  care), 
and  a need  for  measurable  health  outcomes 

• CM  Emerson  asked  Celinda  Cantu  about  evaluation  processes.  Celinda  responded 
regarding  processes  of  data  consolidation.  DPH  is  looking  forward  to  full  data  set  for  all 
clients  with  ARIES  program,  an  affordable  system  for  everyone.  Current  collection  is 
challenging  now  but  will  become  more  robust  in  future  with  ARIES.  COE's  differ  in  their 
models  so  there  is  flexibility.  Little  overlap  & duplication  in  services.  DPH  Input  is 
looking  at  cost  of  unit  per  service  which  needs  to  be  analyzed. 

• Co-Chair  Molnar  asked  the  Committee  to  look  at  Primary  Care  or  Case  Management? 
Case  management  was  formally  central. 

• Bill  Blum  commented  that  it  did  officially  change  so  that  core  is  now  Medical  services. 

• Co-Chair  Molnar  asked  to  revisit  what  populations  are  being  served  by  COE's.  (Right  now 
trans  is  not  served). 

• CM  Siron  noted  that  the  Council  doesn't  have  an  exit  plan  for  COE's  in  case  of  financial 
issues. 

• CM  Miller  noted  a trend  that  agencies  are  modeling  after  COE's  and  integration  service 
providers  but  this  can  be  a problem  as  they  sometimes  only  end  up  looking  at  dually  or 
triply  diagnosed.  What  about  those  that  are  not  severe  need  as  per  definition?  CM 
Miller  believes  lumping  services  together  is  a mistake. 

• Co-Chair  Manley  noted  that  standardizing  cost  per  unit  of  service  is  an  important  step. 

• CM  Flores  asked  about  creating  a restructuring  survey. 

• CM  Ramos  noted  that  he  wants  to  make  housing  shallow  subsidization  an  open  process 
to  new  COE's  that  weren't  ISP's  under  old  system.  CM  Antoentty  noted  that  it  is  a 
procedural  issue  that  should  be  looked  into  to  include  all  COE's. 

3.  How  do  we  get  the  information  we  need  to  know? 

What  do  we  need  from  DPH  and  other  sources? 

• Bill  Blum  brought  up  the  prevention  model  - revisit  constellation  of  services  and  how 
the  EMA  meshes  geography  and  populations.  Council  needs  to  define  an  algorithm  for 
populations  in  a COE  model?  He  also  spoke  about  payscales  and  organization 
immunizations  - cost  gap  and  misallocation  of  funds.  Rebidding  all  of  these  services. 

He  then  asked  the  Council  to  help  track  and  not  leave  it  just  to  his  agency. 
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• CM  Heath  noted  that  care  is  more  efficient  under  this  system  due  to  communication 
between  providers  although  she  worried  that  prevention  groups  get  more  care  than 
other  groups. 

• Co-Chair  Thomas  questioned  how  the  Council  can  use  information  that  is  available  on 
COE's  to  move  forward  and  make  good  decisions.  The  Council  probably  won't  get  cost 
per  unit  information  in  the  near  future  so  can  they  move  forward  without  it?  How  can 
the  Council  and  DPH  take  all  the  info  and  make  it  easier  to  digest?  Need  to  consider 
looking  at  mental  health  dollars  - consistent  need  for  more  mental  health  services  & 
substance  use.  Are  there  ways  to  move  and  expand  with  mental  health  dollars  and 
what  we  have  in  COE's?  Are  there  more  services  we  need  to  add?  Look  at  funding  and  if 
it  is  used  to  greatest  effectiveness.  Are  COE's  servicing  those  groups  that  the  Council 
intended  to  serve?  Community  viral  load  conversation  coming  up  soon,  which  is 
important. 

• CM  Hicks  clarified  her  idea  of  cost  per  unit  of  service  to  mean  that  it  would  be  important 
to  look  at  efficient  spending  in  a neutral  way  that  doesn't  target  specific  agencies  and 
add  too  much  labor  intensive  analysis.  Then  the  Council  can  use  data  already  in  place  at 
DPH  and  perhaps  look  at  it  in  a different  light  to  get  more  information  on  cost 
effectiveness  of  services. 

• CS  Allgaier  summarized  the  topics  brought  up  and  concerns. 

4.  Next  Steps 

Co-Chair  Molnar  provided  two  possible  next  steps.  1)  Review  existing  model  (different 

parameters?)  and  2)  how  to  support  this  model  if  the  Council  decides  to  keep  it. 

Bill  Blum  suggested  looking  at  historical  utilization  but  also  looking  at  the  population  the 

Council  wants  to  serve  and  see  if  fits  within  the  model. 

B.  System  of  Care  in  the  San  Francisco  EMA 

1.  What  do  we  know? 

What  information  do  we  have?

• Co-Chair  Thomas  noted  that  as  external  forces  come  into  play  (e.g.  decreased  resources) 
how  should  the  Council  react?  (e.g.  dental  programs).  What  new  issues  will  arise  for 
populations  and  geographic  areas?  (Aging,  Hep  C,  Community  Viral  Load) 

• CM  Andrews  noted  that  they  need  more  understanding  of  impacted  services  and 
collaborators  (corrections,  IHSS,  & immigrants  (revenue  issue),  low  income  (SSI  cuts)) 

• CM  Penagos  commented  on  the  system  and  asked  how  can  the  Council  protect  it? 

3.  How  do  we  get  the  information  we  need  to  know? 

What  activities,  collaborations  and  sources  of  information  are  needed? 

4.  Next  Steps 
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• CS  Allgaier  commented  on  health  care  reform  - how  services  are  provided  and  how 
providers  handle  changes  and  prepare.  New  term  "Medical  Home."  Challenges:  we 
don't  know  what  consequences  will  be.  Will  Ryan  White  continue? 

• Bill  Blum  commented  on  the  future  of  health  care  reform  and  impact  on  HIV  services. 
Federal  poverty  level,  abortion  and  immigration  are  all  heavy  issues. 

• CM  Jewell  asked  about  DPH  consolidation.  Bill  Blum  responded  that  a different  model  is 
needed  to  link  substance  abuse  and  mental  health.  Client  becomes  center  and  based  on 
short  term  interventions.  Mid  level  providers  - nurse  practitioners  - will  be  a larger  part 
of  the  system.  There  have  been  major  layoffs  at  DPH  as  well  as  the  COE's. 

There  was  no  Public  Comment  on  this  item. 

X.  Lunch 

Lunch  began  at  12:58  pm  and  ended  at  1:35  pm.  Randy  checked  in  with  members  about  the  morning 
session. 

XI.  Next  Steps  in  Council's  Cultural  Humility  Work— VOTE 

The  group  began  a discussion  surrounding  the  Council's  Cultural  Humility  workshops. 

Co-Chair  Molnar  discussed  the  history  of  this  issue.  In  2007  the  Council  began  a Cultural  Competency 
plan  for  the  council,  but  it  has  fallen  by  the  wayside  recently.  The  Council  is  now  bringing  it  up  again 
as  to  what  to  do  now  going  forward  in  regards  to  internal  systems  and  engaging  with  the  community. 
The  Council  has  money  set  aside  in  the  contract  for  this  year  to  address  cultural  competency.  The 
group  brainstormed  issues  they  would  like  to  see  tackled: 

• Outreach/committee  meetings/CMA  activities  - ensure  activities  are  appropriate  for 
constituency 

• CM  Jewell  noted  that  they  are  in  the  process  of  doing  a training  program  on  interacting  with 
others  and  they  will  begin  talks  with  CAB's. 

• CM  Flores  suggested  that  they  call  it  inclusiveness  instead  of  humility. 

• CM  Heath  agreed  that  humility  and  competency  are  not  the  right  words  because  it  needs  to  be 
more  active  than  just  "hearing"  other  groups 

• CM  Jewell  noted  the  lack  of  diversity  in  council  and  the  need  for  more  reps  from  African 
American  and  trans  populations. 

• CM  Heath  questioned  whether  CAB's  the  best  source  of  info. 

• CM  ANdrews  commented  on  process  of  looking  at  membership  within  council  and  the 
Membership  & CMA  collaboration 

• Co-Chair  Molnar  brought  up  heterosexuals  as  a potential  targeted  group  as  well  in  the 
community.  Mark  asks  council  where  they  want  to  go  forward  with  trainings  regarding  cultural 
competency  issues. 

• CM  Miller  believes  the  council  is  very  diverse  and  is  open  to  discussion  regarding  issues  in  the 
community. 
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• CM  Andrews  suggests  bringing  in  external  advisor  expert  to  observe  council  mechanisms  to  see 
where  gaps  are  and  where  the  Council  can  make  improvements  and  spend  money  that  way 
rather  than  on  training. 

• CM  Jewell  suggested  polling  Membership. 

• CM  Flores  suggested  reviewing  the  application  and  renewal  questions. 

• Co-Chair  Manley  questioned  whether  the  Council  is  seen  as  approachable  as  individual 
members  and  leaders  of  council?  Maybe  missing  issues  because  the  Co-Chairs  are  last  to  hear. 

• CM  Penagos  noted  that  she  would  like  to  institutionalize  this  work  with  leadership 
development/trainings. 

• CM  Miller  brought  up  the  idea  of  cross  committee  issues.  Wants  to  have  a "who  is  being  left 
out  and  why"  conversation. 

• CM  Ramos  thinks  council  should  continue  process  but  not  by  just  being  given  materials  to  take 
home  and  read  but  instead,  more  of  a conversation.  Need  to  retain  consumers. 

• CM  Jewell  suggested  using  study  groups  that  council  has  now  rather  than  create  new  groups. 

• CM  Heath  suggested  regular  polling  rather  than  yearly  trainings  or  more  bureaucracy. 

• CM  Andrews  suggested  looking  at  membership. 

• Co-Chair  Thomas  wants  to  build  leadership  skills  within  council.  How  to  recognize  and 
encourage  people  who  want  to  or  would  be  good  leaders.  Thinks  full  council  cultural  inclusivity 
training  is  important  to  get  shared  language. 

• Bill  Blum  noted  that  retention  and  leadership  development  is  important  and  that  cultural 
competency  is  a mechanism  for  the  Council  to  achieve  that. 

• Celinda  Cantu  questioned  the  function  of  conflict.  Is  it  healthy  conflict/"not  healthy"  (useful?) 
conflict.  Cultural  issues  re:  conflict 

• Co-Chair  Molnar  suggested  polling  for  following  ideas:  leadership,  structure,  team  building  and 
conflict 

• CM  Heath  suggested  looking  for  solution  on  the  issue  of  anger  through  odes  of  communication 
& support. 

• CS  Lee  brought  up  idea  of  some  people  not  wanting  to  be  part  of  main  conversation  and  are 
never  going  to  come  forward  with  their  feelings  and  that  should  be  OK. 

• CM  Andrews  questioned  how  the  Council  should  learn  about  these  issues  - through  training, 
coaching,  etc. 

• CS  Allgaier  summarized  the  topics  covered. 

There  was  no  Public  Comment  on  this  item. 

XII.  Council  Infrastructure— VOTE 

Co-Chair  Manley  began  the  conversation.  He  noted  that  there  is  an  important  need  for  infrastructure 
to  be  maintained  in  order  to  succeed. 

■ Policies  and  Procedures,  By-Laws,  etc. 

• CM  Flores  noted  that  it's  important  to  involve  council  members  in  projects. 
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• CM  Andrews  suggested  looking  at  resources  and  policies  and  procedures 
together  and  the  maintenance  of  effort  (MOE) 

■ Council  Support 

Website,  Bios,  Trainings,  Workshops 

• CM  Emerson  suggested  better  use  of  website  development. 

• The  issue  of  computer  skills  across  council  brought  up. 

• CS  Allgaier  suggested  that  administrative  staff  should  look  at  website  and 
making  communications  easier  in  a way  that  works  for  council  as  well  as 
support  staff. 

• CM  Penagos  suggested  building  capacity  for  members. 

• Co-Chair  Thomas  noted  that  it  is  important  to  utilize  the  website  for 
outreach,  internal  communication  as  well  as  community  awareness. 

• CM  Heath  suggested  going  back  to  the  recording  of  meetings  and  posting 
them. 

• C.S.  Lee  noted  that  there  is  a need  to  invest  in  better  recording  system  so 
that  the  recording  is  of  a better  quality. 

Evaluations  etc..  Capacity,  etc. 

■ CS  Allgaier  asked  the  council  to  discuss  what  support  staff  should  include 
in  their  training. 

■ CM  Geltmaker  suggested  re-evaluating  the  evaluations. 

■ CM  Andrews  suggested  an  annual  evaluation  of  the  Council  and  Council 
Support. 

■ Council  Communications 

Committee  and  Workgroup  Updates,  Council  Member  Support  (Consumers  and 
Providers)  etc. 

• Co-Chair  Manley  announced  that  a Policies  and  Procedures  workgroup  is  starting 
up,  and  will  be  updating  the  manual. 

• CM  Andrews  asked  about  finding  gaps  in  service  when  going  through  the 
manual.  Co-Chair  Manley  responded  that  there  is  two  parts  to  the  updating 
process.  The  first  would  be  to  update  and  the  second  would  be  to  address  issues 
of  gaps  or  incorrect  info. 

• Co-Chair  Manley  brought  up  issue  of  discrepancy  in  by-laws  about  having  update 
on  workgroups  and  Committees  every  meeting. 

• Co-Chair  Thomas  noted  that  communication  with  external  groups  should  have  a 
written  summary  as  well  as  quarterly  updates. 

• CM  Flores  suggested  creating  monthly  summaries 

■ Outreach,  Retention  and  Recruitment 

The  group  took  a 5 minute  break  starting  at  2;56pm,  and  reconvened  at  3:05pm. 
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Public  Comment: 

Eric  Sutter  of  Shanti  was  interested  in  how  in  the  future  this  will  affects  his  clients. 

Tyrone  Spellman  noted  that  he  is  interested  in  data  collection  and  how  agencies  are  being  held  more 
accountable.  He  is  also  interested  in  duplication  of  data,  and  likes  the  idea  of  an  expert  coming  in  to 
view  differences  on  council. 

XIII.  Putting  it  together— VOTE 

The  group  reviewed  the  information  that  was  discussed  throughout  the  meeting,  and  synthesized  it 
into  a work  plan/timeline  for  the  Council. 

■ CS  Allgaier  discussed  upcoming  events  planned  for  the  council  in  the  upcoming  months. 

■ CS  Allgaier  asked  if  council  wants  to  have  an  additional  meeting  in  the  summer 

■ CM  Andrews  noted  that  he  would  like  to  build  in  time  to  have  info  on  current  events  such  as 
budget  updates  and  health  care  reforms  in  REAL  time. 

■ CM  Geltmaker  noted  that  he  enjoyed  today's  council  meeting  and  suggested  having  a midyear 
check  in 

■ Co-Chair  Molnar  suggested  an  agenda  item  for  Steering:  next  steps  on  COE's  (review  and 
affirmation,  allocation)  and  social  competency  (not  sure  where  that  goes  in  regards  to  co-chairs 
and  support  or  steering?).  He  also  thinks  having  a discussion  between  co-chairs  and  council 
support  first  to  figure  out  polling  and  then  bringing  it  to  council  could  work. 

■ External  advisor  would  also  be  put  to  discussion  with  co-chairs  and  support  staff  and  then 
council. 

■ Bill  Blum  noted  that  by  end  of  March  DPH-HHS  will  start  the  writing  process  and  then  get 
feedback  from  community  and  council. 

■ In  February  the  Council  should  get  information  from  DPH  in  order  to  provide  feedback  for 
changes  to  COE  model. 

■ Bill  Blum  gave  the  group  some  ideas  on  how  to  fully  assist  in  creating  the  RFP.  It  takes  a month 
and  a half  to  put  together  a good  RFP.  If  they  want  to  make  changes  to  the  model  (i.e.  reduce 
or  augment),  then  tell  early  as  it  triggers  a LOT  of  change. 

■ Co-Chair  Molnar  suggested  having  full  council  meeting  in  February  in  order  to  discuss  ideas  for 
assisting  DPH  with  the  RFP. 

■ CS  Allgaier  noted  that  the  February  meeting  is  open,  so  they  can  start  discussion  on  model  and 
changes  to  get  to  DPH  and  if  not  finished  can  go  into  March. 

■ The  group  agreed  they  want  to  be  a part  of  the  discussion  with  geographic  and  demographic 
algorithm. 

■ CS  Allgaier  noted  that  Council  Support  is  in  the  process  of  putting  together  a training  that  would 
assist  with  process  of  approving  the  COE  model. 

■ Information  needed  from  DPH:  UOS  and  UDC  counts,  and  how  does  DPH  look  at  whether 
services  are  working  or  not? 

■ 2"*^  council  meeting  in  Summer? 

• CM  Geltmaker  believes  that  this  would  be  beneficial. 
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• CM  Andrews  suggested  that  this  could  be  combined  with  the  midyear  check  in? 

• CM  Molnar  believes  there  is  a need  to  go  back  to  2 meetings  to  have  space  to  get 
everything  in. 

MOTION:  CM  Molnar/CM  Andrews  to  have  2 meetings  as  needed  in  summer. 

The  motion  passed  by  unanimous  consent. 

There  was  no  public  comment. 

• CM  Geltmaker  suggested  that  the  Council  have  another  retreat  in  the  summer.  CS 
Allgaier  suggested  that  the  Council  have  a check-in  to  evaluate  process  instead. 

• CS  Allgaier  asked  if  people  were  comfortable  with  status  of  where  the  council  is  in 
regards  to  planning.  The  group  agreed  that  they  are. 

• CM  Andrews  asked  what  is  going  on  with  director's  position  within  the  council. 

• Co-Chair  Thomas  noted  that  the  capacity  level  is  staying  same,  as  well  as 
budget/expectations  from  co-chair  perspective,  but  that  there  is  opportunity  for 
change.

Next  month,  Barbara  Garcia  will  attend  to 
give  an  update  on  Community  Behavioral  Health.  The  group  hopes  to  ask  what  DPH  needs  to 
adequately  address  Hepatitis  C.  He  noted  that  the  June  Task  Force  meeting  may  be  interesting 
for  Council  Members  to  attend.

• CM  Geltmaker  announced  that  the  next  meeting  will  be  held  on  April  30"’  from  lOam-noon. 

8.  Co-Chair  Update 

The  Co-Chairs  discussed  financing  the  CAEAR  Coalition  membership  dues  and  report  on  the  joint  HHSPC 
and  HPPC  meeting.  CM  Manley  announced  that  the  AIDS  Foundation  has  removed  the  Council's  funding  of 
CAEAR  Coalition  dues,  and  the  Council  is  looking  for  ways  to  fund  this  in  the  future.  He  also  noted  that 
there  was  a joint  meeting  of  the  Co-Chairs  of  HPPC  and  HHSPC,  focusing  on  the  agenda  and  logistics  of  the 
meeting,  which  will  take  place  May  24‘^  at  the  Baha'i  Center. 

9.  HIV  Health  Services  Update  - VOTE 

The  Committee  received  an  update  from  Bill  Blum,  Interim  Director  of  HIV  Health  Services  to  discuss 
possible  use  of  carry  forward  funds.  He  noted  that  from  the  Ryan  White  Part  A Grant  there  was  a decrease 
of  slightly  over  $1  million,  which  will  be  offset  by  MAI  funds  and  stop  loss  funds  (which  can  be  used 
retroactively  and  proactively).  He  announced  that  this  means  that  the  Council  can  keep  everything  flat 
funded,  but  that  changes  may  happen  next  year.  He  noted  that  there  is  about  $400,000  in  carry-forward 
funds,  which  the  Committee  will  need  to  make  a motion  on  how  to  allocate. 

MOTION— CM  Molnar/CM  Siron:  To  put  all  carry  forward  dollars  into  the  category  of  primary  medical  care. 
VOTE  by  roll  call  passed  unanimously.  See  voting  worksheet  [1] 

Bill  Blum  updated  the  Committee  on  the  city-wide  recommendation  that  all  people  with  HIV  undergo 
HAART  treatment  as  soon  as  they  are  diagnosed.  He  noted  that  money  of  course  would  be  an  issue,  with 
most  of  the  burden  falling  on  Medicare  Part  D or  ADAP. 

10.  Letter  of  Support  for  DPH  - VOTE 

The  Committee  discussed  the  creation  of  a letter  of  support  for  DPH's  California  HIV/AIDS  Research 
Program  (a  CHRP  Proposal).  Bill  Blum  announced  that  over  the  three-year  grant,  they  are  looking  to  create 
an  HIV  and  Aging  "best  practices"  document  for  medical  providers,  as  well  as  hold  a series  of  meetings  w/ 
stakeholders,  and  then  they  will  include  the  social  service  side,  all  of  this  with  a focus  on  medical  homes. 

MOTION-CM  Thomas/CM  Jewell:  That  the  SF  HHSPC  submit  a letter  of  support  for  the  SF  DPH  application 
to  CHRP,  as  well  as  one  for  the  San  Mateo  County  Health  System.

■ Prevention  Section  (HPS)  applied  for  an  infrastructure  grant  focused  on  integration  of  HIV,  viral 
hepatitis,  STD  and  TB  diagnoses  and  treatment. 
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Aries  Data  Base  and  Quality  Management  Updates 

■ Two  DPH  client  level  primary  data  base  systems  (client  records)  in  process  for  programming  to  upload 
to  ARIES. 

■ Data  runs  by  new  UDC  by  month  available  to  agencies. 

■ National  Quality  Center  (NQC)  will  be  working  with  HHS  for  the  upcoming  year  to  assist  in  our  CQI 
system.  San  Mateo  and  Marin  Counties  will  be  participating.  Barbara  Rosa  will  be  the  technical 
consultant. 

DPH  and  AIDS  Office 

■ DPH  is  in  an  on-going  restructure  with  the  goal  of  integration  of  services.  Recently  mental  health  and 
substance  use  services  were  integrated  in  Community  and  Behavioral  Health  Services  (CBHS). 
Currently  Community  Oriented  Primary  Care  (COPC)  and  Community  Behavioral  Health  Services 
(CBHS)  are  being  integrated  into  a larger  unit  called  Community  Health  Care  (CHC). 

■ As  part  of  this  structuring  DPH  Community  Program  Management  is  also  undergoing  a restructure.  Dr. 
Marcellina  Ogbu  will  oversee  the  integration  of  CBHS  and  COPC  Jo  Robinson  will  be  the  director  of 
CBHS.  Dr.  Lisa  Johnson  will  be  the  Medical  Director  of  COPC.  Bill  Blum  will  be  the  Chief  Operating 
Officer  for  COPC.  Dean  Goodwin  will  be  reassigned  to  HHS.  His  title  will  be  announced  at  a future 
date. 

■ Mayor's  targeted  reduction  was  S102M  for  DPH  with  an  additional  $32M  in  March.  DPH  offered 
$102M  in  savings  through  revenue  generation  and  additional  federal  draw  down.  The  cut  included 
approximately  $9.6M  reduction  to  DPH  Community  Programs  and  $1.7M  reduction  to  DPH 
management. 

■ One  HIV  GF  program  (around  $220,000  in  the  corresponding  HRSA  support  category  of  referral  for 
health  care  and  supportive  services)  was  put  up  for  elimination.  At  this  time,  this  money  seems  likely 
to  be  restored. 

■ Dr.  Mitch  Katz,  Director  of  DPH  emitted  a policy  that  HIV  antiretroviral  treatment  should  be  offered  to 
all  DPH  clinic  clients  independent  of  their  CD4  count.

■ CoE  Solicitation  - will  be  drafted  in  upcoming  six  weeks.  Goal  to  award  for  upcoming  Ryan  \A/hite 
fiscal  year  (03/11).  HPS  will  be  placing  some  CDC  funds  for  PwP  into  the  solicitation. 

7.  Council  Support  Update 

CS  Allgaier  announced  that  Council  Support  is  slowly  preparing  for  the  prioritization  and  allocation  summit  in 
August.  He  also  wanted  to  thank  everyone  for  their  donations.  The  Council  is  now  able  to  pay  CAEAR 
membership  dues  and  may  use  the  extra  funds  to  pay  for  next  year's  cost. 

CAEAR  Coalition  worked  to  ensure  that  organizations  and  individuals  are  prepared  for  health  care  reform.  For 
example,  to  be  prepared  for  changes  on  how  services  will  be  billed.  The  Coalition  discussed  how  Ryan  White 
will  look  like  in  face  of  health  care  reform  and  how  it  will  impact  San  Francisco. 
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CS  Allgaier  also  announced  that  around  the  country  that  there  are  the  most  people  on  waiting  lists  for  ADAP 
than  there  have  been  since  2004.  CS  Lee  also  participated  in  the  AIDS  Lifecycle  the  past  week  and  a half.

The  Advocate  also 
increased  the  number  of  clients  seen  and  conducted  9 out  of  12  target  outreach  events.  The  Project  also 
works  with  providers  to  create  appropriate  policies  and  procedures  when  there  is  none  and  to  better  tweak 
their  organization's  respective  grievance  procedures. 

Consumer  Advocate  Ayako  updates  and  distributes  monthly  reports  to  CMA,  stating  that  it  is  her  goal  to 
educate  consumers  about  the  roles  and  limitations  of  the  Project,  which  is  not  intended  to  solely  litigate.  She 
envisions  a filling  a gap  between  a wrong  a person  may  have  experienced  and  a lack  of  certain  enforceable 
legal  rights  - the  position  is  intended  to  mitigate  any  problems  that  may  arise  between  consumers  and 
providers. 
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Council  Members  extended  their  appreciation  for  the  education  component,  felt  that  the  project  is  a good  fit 
with  ALRP  and  expressed  that  Ayako  was  doing  a superb  job.

CM  Geltmaker  presented  the  Committee  with  a revised  San  Mateo  budget.  $40,000  in  salary  savings  were 
realized  and  shifted  to  Oral  Health  Care  and  Food  Bank/Home  Delivered  Meals.

11.  2011  Planning -VOTE 

The  Committee  continued  planning  for  2011.  CM  Molnar  started  the  discussion,  relaying  some  Council 
Members'  hesitation  in  the  decision  making  process.  To  divorce  Council  decisions  from  emotion,  there  have 
been  suggestions  of  having  the  information  from  presentations  standardized,  thus  Council  Members  would  be 
able  to  retain  the  information  in  spite  of  an  ineffective  presenter.  The  resulting  document  would  grow  and 
evolve  as  time  goes  on,  containing  key  points  and  themes  from  each  presentation  given  in  a year. 

Other  strategies  and  suggestions  to  best  utilizing  incoming  information  include:  clarifying  the  presentation's 
content  and  making  explicit  its  connections  with  corresponding  service  categories,  the  clarity  of  information 
presented  and  its  relevance  in  regards  to  HRSA  categories.  CM  Molnar  relayed  CM  Hicks'  suggestion  of 
breaking  out  of  the  consumer-provider  dichotomy,  presenting  the  information,  in  a standard,  neutral  way.

• Realizing  that  there  is  no  right  or  wrong  answer,  that  one  category  will  come  at  the  expense  of 
another. 
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12.  Cultural  Inclusiveness  Update 

Veronica  Neal  introduced  herself  and  updated  the  Committee  that  she  has  started  her  evaluation  process. 
Veronica  went  over  her  background  and  recent  work.  She  has  previously  worked  with  the  HIV  Health  Services 
Planning  Council  on  cultural  inclusiveness.  Phase  I consisted  of  workgroups  that  offered  recommendations, 
Phase  II  involved  policies  and  procedures,  how  to  incorporate  or  institutionalize  findings  into  the  decision 
making  process.  Committee  restructuring  and  the  mentoring  program  also  came  out  of  Neal's  findings 

Veronica  has  been  asked  back  to  evaluate  the  changes  the  Planning  Council  may  or  may  have  not  been 
undergoing  the  past  few  years.  She  will  attempt  to  address  issues  of  consumer  input,  historical  and 
institutional  legacies,  feelings  of  disconnect.  She  will  serve  as  an  outside  observer,  seeing  where  the  Council  is 
now,  collecting  information  and  interviewing.  In  the  end,  she  will  present  her  findings  and  recommendations 
to  the  Full  Council.
